GRANITE CITY — If the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency has its way, Granite City will 
have a landmark to rival Monk’s Mound. 

‘The plan favored by the EPA would double the 
size of the 240,000 ton pile of lead slag and battery 
casings in the 1500 block of State Street, according 
to Brad Bradley, the federal EPA’s remedial proj- 
ect manager for the site. 

“*You’d be able to ski off of it,”’ said Tom Long, 
senior toxicologist for the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, 

Long was one of about 160 people present Thurs- 
day night at a public hearing held by the EPA to 
explain its preferred method of dealing with lead 
contamination in the city from 80 years of lead 
smelting at NL Industries, now Taracorp. 

The plan — estimated to cost $25 million and 
take 18 to 30 months to complete — would involve 
scraping top soil from 55 city blocks in a one-mile 
radius around the site and consolidating it with the 
big Taracorp pile.’ Airbprne lead was deposited in 
the yards over decades of smelting operations at 
the -plant.

That was one option the 
EPA had considered, but Brad- 
ley said it was rejected because 
it wouldn’t be any safer in terms 
of health and would cost an esti- 
mated $67 million. 

Janet Smith, a spokesman for 
NL Industries Inc., which paid 
for a $1.5 million study of the 
problem here, said the company 
favored a much cheaper plan 
($6.8 million). It would limit the 
residential digging to sites where 
lead was present in concentra- 
tions of miore than 1,000 parts 
per million. 

The EPA wants to clean up all 
places with lead levels of more 
than 500 parts per million. The 
lead level around the Taracorp 
site decreases the farther away 
it is from the site. 


Smith said the EPA plan 
would result in 30,000 more 
truckloads of dirt and would 
take seven years to complete, 
rather than the two years the 
EPA estimates. 


__ “What you would really have 
is a completely disrupted com- 
munity,”’ Smith said.

He said the 
most sensible approach would: be 
to test all residents’ blood to find 
out if there was any real danger 
and clean up accordingly. 

Long, the public health toxicol- 
ogist, said later he tended to 
agree with Hanke. 


“T’m not sure that 500 parts 
per million (as a soil standard) 
is justified, based on any science 
that I know of,” Long said. ‘‘If 
elevated blood levels don’t exist, 
then what’s the problem?” 


Long said blood tests for lead 
cost about $25. He said he was 
going to suggest to his superiors 
in the Department of Public 
Health that the ent con- 
duct comprehensive free blood 
tests of residents in the affected 
area. 


Hanke also assailed the EPA 
for the manner in which the 
meeting was handled. Two hours 
and 45 minutes of the meeting 
were devoted to describing the 
optional pians for cleanup, and 
fielding questions and answers. 
Then followed a period for public 
comment. 

Hanke gave an impassioned 
speech before being cut off at 
the EPA-stipulated 10-minute 
limit on comments. 

“I’m somewhat incensed with 
thé EPA’s approach to this 
meeting tonight,’”’ Hanke said. 
“They (the EPA) spoke for 2% 
hours before soliciting com- 
ments. Two-thirds of the people 
who signed up to speak have 
already left. 

“‘The real purpose of this 
meeting was to sell alternative 
H (the EPA plan),” Hanke said. 

The EPA will accept public 
comment on its plan until Feb. 
24 and it will decide by March 30 
whether to implement the plan.
